NEW FASHION NOTE 


Lay ing a rubber ro ad in Virginia. Particles o f natural rubber are mix ed 
w ith the asphalt surfacing to increase wear and reduce skidding. 


It co sts nearly a billio n do llars 
a y ea r to keep America’s 3,300,000 
m iles o f present highway s and 
streets in repair, to say no thing 
o f building new o nes. So it is no 
w’o nder that highwa y engineers 
and ta x -pa y ers are wratching with 
keen interest a new idea in ro ad 
surfacing that may cut millio ns 
o f do llars o ff the annual ro ad re­ 
pair bill. 
The idea is to m ix particles o f 
natural rubber with the asphalt 
surface co ating o n a ro ad. The 
Dutch tried it 12 y ears ago , and 
fo und that it made the ro ad stand 
up better under winter co ld and 
summer heat. 
A test rubber ro ad in Ho lland, 
a fter 12 y ears’ use under heav y 


traffic, is still in go o d shape, w hile 
a djacent strips witho ut rubber 
hav e had to be repaired tw’ice. 
In 19 49 fo ur sta tes—Ohio , Vir­ 
ginia, Minneso ta and Tex as—laid 
test strips o f natural rubber- 
asphalt pav ing. If these pro v e as 
successful as highway engineers 
ho pe, a new era in ro ad co nstruc­ 
tio n w ill be here. And in additio n 
to ex tra wear, these rubber-sur­ 
faced ro ads hav e pro v ed that they 
reduce skidding.
